He say s :

the time the street lamps were lighted 12,000 
men ro ared and surged against the walls o f 
the jail. 
They attacked its heavy do o rs with 
pick axes, sto ues, cro w-bars and heavy beams 
o f wo o d, and so me o f them in a wild frenzy 
dashed 
their 
bleeding hands and heads 
against the massive walls. 
Many o f them 
were arm ed, and in a sho rt while a heavy 
fire 
was 
po uring 
into 
the 
windo ws. 
The M ay o r o f Guanajuato , who was inside, 
was o ne o f the first to fall. 
Po licemen, who 
rushed up in squads o f two and three, were 
remo rselessly butchered, and in a sho rt time 
mo re than 20 o f them were l^ing dead o n the 
pavement. 
A few scattered so ldiers who 
were iu to wn were treated in* like manner.

had incited it, no w set fire to the jail do o rs, 
but just as the inmates were abo ut to surren­ 
der 200 regular so ldiers arrived o n a do uble 
quick and fo rmed acro ss the street. 
The 
mo b answered the o rder to dispeise with a 
y J l and a discharge o f fire-arms. 
The co m ­ 
mand to tire was at o uce given. 
The bullets, 
at fearfully sho rt range, swept thro ugh the 
mass o f men, wo men and children like a 
scy the, mo wing them do wn in ro ws. Still they 
came o n, and vo lley after vo lley crashed into 
them, o uly to cause tho se behind to spurn 
the dead bo dies with their feet as they 
pressed fo rw ard. 
The streets were sto cky 
with blo o d and the shallo w gutters ran w ith 
it. 
In the meantime a number o f insurgents, 
arm ed with pisto ls and rifles, had climbed 
upo n the adjo ining ho uses and the so ldiers 
lH*gan to dro p o ne by o ne. A fter a half ho ur’s 
co ntinuo us fighting a charge with bay o nets 
was o rdered. 
W hen the fro nt rank o f the 
mo b felt the steel the entire co nco urse bro ke 
and disappeared thro ugh the alley s and bv 
way s. 
Alto gether mo re than 250 perso ns had 
been slain, by far the greater 
part o f which 
were miners 
and o ther Mexican labo rers. 
The so ldiers lo st 16 kilVd aud wo unded. 
Amo ng the slain was a Lieutenant. 
The fire 
in thè jail was quenched 
and the five 
badly 
frightened

priests were taken to G uanajuato fo r safe 
keeping. 
They are no w co nfined in the Cas­ 
tello De Grandetes, an immense pile, in 
which the great Mexican revo lutio n had its 
birth, and in which the patrio t Hidalo go 
was subsequently 
hanged.

She inherited the flag 
fro m her mo ther. 
It was captured fro m 
General W ay ne by Mary Dixo n’s grand­ 
father, who was a well-kno wn Chief. 
The 
flag is three ami a half by five and a half feet 
and is made o f pure ho me-spun linen. There 
are 15 stripes and the co lo rs all ho ld rem ark 
ably well. 
The field is six by 24 inches and 
co ntains simply the inscriptio n in antique 
capitals, put o n with indelible ink 
A. 
Way ne, Co mmander-in-Chief.”

L o u is , May 2.—The following descrip­ 
tion of the riot in La Luz, near Guanajuato, 
Mexico, a few days ago, over the incarcera­ 
tion of five Jesuit priests, who were stirring 
up tbe ignorant people against the Govern­ 
ment, is given 
by a prominent 
citizen 
of Guanajuato, who reached Texas yesterday. 
He sa y s: 
“ It 
was 
nearly 
dark when 
the 
priests 
were 
imprisoned, 
but 
by 
the time the street lamps were lighted 12,000 
men roared and surged against the walls of 
the jail. 
They attacked its heavy doors with 
pick axes, stones, crow-bars and lieavy beams 
of wood, and some of them in a wild frenzy 
dashed 
their 
bleeding hands and heads 
against the massive walls. 
Many of them 
were armed, and in a short while a heavy 
fire 
was 
pouring 
into 
the 
windows. 
The Mayor of Guanajuato, who was inside, 
was one of the first to fall. 
Policemen, who 
rushed up in squads of two and three, were 
remorselessly butchered, and in a short time 
more than 20 of them were Ijüne dead on the 
pavement. 
A few scattered soldiers who 
were iu town were treated in* like manner. 
The 
mob, 
which 
by 
this 
time 
was 
utterly 
unmanageable, 
either 
by 
the 
Government 
of 
the 
priests 
who 
hud incited it, now set tire to the jail doors, 
but just as the inmates were al>out to surreu- 
ler 200 regular soldiers arrived on a double 
quick aud formed across the street. 
The 
mob answered the order to disperse with a 
y.ll and a discharge of fire-arms. 
The com 
mand to tire was at once given. 
The bullets, 
at fearfully short range, swept through the 
mass of men, women and children like a 
scythe, mowing them down in rows. Still they 
came on, and volley after volley crashed into 
them, ouly to cause those behind to spurn 
the (lead bodies with their feet as they 
pressed forward. 
The streets were stoekv 
with blood and the shallow gutters ran with 
it. 
In the meantime a number of insurgents, 
armed with pistols and rifles, had climbed 
upon the adjoining houses and the soldiers 
llegan to drop one by one. After a half hour’s 
continuous fighting a charge with bayonets 
was ordered. 
W hen the front rank of tin* 
mob felt the steel the entire concourse broke 
and disappeared through the alleys and bv 
ways. 
Altogether more than 250 persons had 
been slain, by far the greater part of which 
were miners and other Mexican laborers. 
The soldiers lost 16 kil'ed aud wounded. 
Among the slain was a Lieutenant. 
The fire 
the jail was quenched 
and Ihe five 
badly 
frightened 
but 
determined 
priests were taken to Guanajuato for safe 
keeping. 
They are now confined in the Gas­ 
tello De Grandetes, an immense pile, in 
which the great Mexican revolution had its 
birth, and in which the patriot Hidalogo 
was subsequently hanged.

successful and had the priests been rescued 
and the local authority broken, a serious up­ 
rising might have developed. 
As it is the 
incipient revolution ¡snipped in the bud. 


FLAG O N E H U N D R ED Y E A R S Ot-D. 


I t w as C a rrie d b y “ M ad ” A n th o n y W ay n e 
A g a in s t N o rth w e s te rn In d ia n s .

W a b a s h , li)d ., May 2.—Dr. P. G. Moore, 
of this City, is the owner of a rare Centennial 
relic, which be flung to the breeze on Tues­ 
day. It is an American flag which was carried 
by Brlgdjer General Anthony Wayne in his 
expedition agaiust the Northwestern Indians 
in 1792. 
The flag is undoubtedly 100 years 
old. 
Dr. Moore had known of the existence 
of the trophy for 20 years and secured pos­ 
session of it four years ago. It was the prop­ 
erty 
of 
Mary 
Dixon, 
of 
Miami 
County, 
a 
member 
of 
a 
band 
of Miami Indians. 
She inherited the flag 
from her mother. 
It was captured from 
General W ayne by Mary Dixon’s grand­ 
father, who was a well-known Chief. 
The 
flag is three and a half by five and a half feet 
and is made of pure home-spun linen. There 
are 15 stripes and the colors all hold rem ark­ 
ably well. 
The field is six by 24 inches and 
contains simply the inscription in antique 
capitals, put on with indelible in k : “ A. 
Wayne, Uoroniander-in-Chief.”

O fficials o f N o rth G e rm a n L lo y d S te a m sh ip 
L in e D isc re d it R e p o rt.

B a l t i m o r e . May 2.—The officials of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Line here 
are inclined to discredit the report that yel­ 
low fever has broken out on the steamer 
W eser at Bremen. 
The Weser, when it left 
Baltimore, was in first class sanitary condi­ 
tion. 
The Company has another line of ves­ 
sels which run from Bremen to points on the 
Indian Ocean and in the South Pacific; also 
an Australian line. 
If a cargo from one of 
these steamers.which touch at tropical ports, 
was transferred to the Weser the yellow fever 
germs may have liven lurking in it. 
On its 
last voyage the stricken vessel encountered 
intense cold, the thermometer being at zero 
more than once. 
This would lmve prevented 
the 
immediate 
development of the dis­ 
ease 
and 
the 
deadly 
microbes 
could 
have hibernated in its hold, until favorable 
conditions for calling them into activity o c ­ 
curred. 
The 1,390 aud odd immigrants the 
Weser lauded in this City from April 12 to 
April 15 were undoubtedly exposed to the 
infection during the voyage from Bremen 
here, for the ship could not have become in ­ 
fected in Baltimore,and it will he a matter of 
inteiest, not only to the health authorities of 
Baltimore, but those of cities throughout the 
couutry, to know whether the!baggage and 
clothing of these hundreds of people, who 
are by ibis lim e scattered over a dozen states, 
were infected with the plague.

PROT ECT ION IN T HE EARL Y DAY S. 


Our forefathers who founded and inaug ur­ 
ated the federal g overnm ent were protection­ 
ists. 
One of the very first hills introduced 
into the first Cong ress was to create a protec­ 
tive tariff. 
It was a measure of ex trem e ne­ 
cessity . for w ar had imi>ovcrished the coun­ 
try . 
The national treasury was em pty , the 
people were poor, there were no m anufac­ 
tories or other establishm ents to g ive employ , 
m cnt to skilled labor, and Europe had entire 
control of our markets. 
The little money in 
use had to be sent abroad to purchase the 
barest necessities of life. 
On the 30th of April, 1789, W ashing ton 
was inaug urated, and the first tariff bill be­ 
came a law on the 4th of July following . 
The principle was applied with caution, and 
the rates of duty were moderate. 
But so sat 
isfactory was the result that succeeding Con 
g rosses for several y ears improved the law by 
raising th e rates and adding new articles to 
the dutiable list. 
These thing s were done iu 
1790, 1791. 1792, 1794, 1795, 1797,1800, 1804, 
1807, 
18 08 , 
1812, 
1813 
and 
1815. 
This tariff carried 
the 
country 
throug h 
the 
four 
y ears' 
war 
with 
Great 
Britain 
which 
lieg an 
in 
1812, 
and 
broug ht it to the verg e of Monroe’s adm inis­ 
tration, during which the country was so 
peaceful and prosperous that it lias been 
called “ the g olden ag e of the republic.” 
In 
support of this protective leg islation the 
Southern States were as earnest as any of the 
N orth, while New Eng land led the opposi 
tion. 
Thus, in the vote upon the first tariff 
bill, in 1890, Massachusetts cast her six votes 
solidly ag ainst it, while from New E ng land 
came nine of the thirteen adverse votes. New 
York cast four of her five votes in favor of 
the bill, while New Jersey , Pennsy lvania, 
Delaware, V irg inia, North 
Carolina 
and 
Georg ia voted solidly for it. 
The opposition to the tariff that arose after 
wards was not due to the failure of the prin­ 
ciple to increase the g eneral prosperity . 
It 
came from the slave power when it lieg an to 
dominate our politics. 
The men who relied 
upon the 
power 
that 
slavery 
g ave 
to 
their states under a very peculiar provision 
of the constitution saw that the establishm ent 
of m anufactures would in a few y ears develop 
free labor to such an ex tent as to drive shi­ 
very to the wall. 
The masters did not dare 
to put the im plem ents of skilled labor into 
the bands of their slaves, or cultivate in them 
the intellig ence necessary for their use. 
And 
when in spite « if their opposition the free 
labor of the North had g ained the m astery 
and elected a President, they w ithdrew to 
form a slave confederacy , in the constitution 
of w hich they placed free trade as a cardinal 
and inviolable principle. 
The men who led 
the free trade cam paig n of last y ear are the 
rdics of that ruined confederacy , and their 
dread of a protection revival was due to the 
disastrous effect of an ex tension of protected 
industries into their states upon their own 
political fortunes. 
But let not the fact be forg otten that W ash­ 
ing ton. Adams. Jefferson, Hamilton, F ra nk ­ 
lin, Burr, the Clintons, were all protection­ 
ists. 
They differed on the q uestiou of the 
proper relation of the states to the central 
g overnm ent, but they were all true patriots 
and deeply interested in the national pros­ 
perity . 
The nation was saved from bank­ 
ruptcy and ruin, and the people from im ­ 
poverishment, beg g ary and conseq uent turb u­ 
lence and insurrection, by the establishm ent 
of a protective tariff in the crucial y ears of 
free g overnm ent. 


L ET T EXAS ALONE. 


T he q uestion of cutting Tex as into two 
states is being discussed by the Louisville 
Co u rier-Jo u rn a l a n d 
the Atlanta Co n stitu tio n , 
the form er in favor of and the latter ag ainst 
the proposition. 
T he dem and has its orig in 
in the necessities of Dem ocratic politics sole­ 
ly , and is not based on any pretence of a nat­ 
ural division either g eog raphically or in rela 
tion to the interests of the people. 
T he pop­ 
ulation 
is 
not 
separated 
into 
tw o 
distinct 
divisions, 
but 
is 
ex tend­ 
ing 
backw aid 
rapidly 
and 
uniform ly 
from the eastern frontier to the west and 
southwest. 
A nd all are pro ud of their g reat 
state and of the honorable distinction of 
Tex ans. 
They will not consent to division 
lieeause that w ould destroy the possibility of 
building up the g reatest com m onwealth of 
the Union, and all that would be g ained 
would be two U nited States Senators. 
These 
would not contribute to the streng th, in­ 
fluence or dig nity of the divided state in Con­ 
g ress, thoug h they would aid the Dem ocratic 
party in its am bition to obtain control of the 
United States Senate. 
The conditions are m uch more favorable 
to the establishm ent and m aintenance of 
g reat states than they were fifty y ears ag o. 
Railroads and teleg raphs have annihilated 
tim e and distauc-e, and the Representative 
who lives on the Canadian river is practical­ 
ly as near the Capitol as he whose hom e is 
on the Colorado. 
No m an’s convenience 
will be im proved by cutting the state in two. 
The country will await with interest the 
nex t census of Tex as. 
It is not impossible 
that we will find ly ing on the Gulf of M ex ­ 
ico a state w ith the population of Illinois or 
Ohio. It is well know n that the g row th of the 
Btate has been m arvelous, and it is constantly 
furnishing proofs of an Improving civiliza­ 
tion. 
T he present is not a g ood time to ad­ 
vocate the sundering of the state for Dem o­ 
cratic advantag e. 
T he party in power does 
not believe in that sort of prog ress. 
T ex as 
m ust first learn to divide its vote, and to have 
it counted as divided. 
W hen that happens 
we shall hear no more demands for cutting 
up the state. 


W H Y W AIT TILL 1892 ?

Then all reform meas­ 
ures can be passed ov er his v eto, and he will 
be as dead politically as if the 20,000 majority 
bad been cast against him last full. 
And 
then we will hav e the ballot reform law in 
time to take care of the state in 18 9 2. 
Of one th ing the country m ay take assur­ 


ance. 
If the Sax ton ballot bill or some sim i­ 
lar measure becomes a law' nex t y ear,throug h 
the election of a tw o-thirds m ajority in the 
Leg islature, Gov. Hill will not seek and will 
not dare lo accept the Presidential nom ina­ 
tion in 1892. 
The canvass for a ballot reform 
law should l>e made in 1889. 
A g ain of two 
Senators and seven Assembly men will g ive 
it to us. 
W hy should we wait (ill 1892 to 
lay out David B. Hill “ dead and cold?” 


THE OPEN W IN TER OF 1816- 


I t L asted T w elv e M o n th s an d T h ere w as N o 
S u m m er—T h e T im e w as P e c u liar . 
[From the O m aha W orld.] 
“ The open w inter ” of 1888.89 will have a 
companion when tbe history of tbe century 
is written. 
The y ear 18 10enjoy ed an “ open 
w inter ” during tbe entire twelve months, be­ 
ing freq uently referred to by contem pora­ 
neous writers as “ the y ear w ithout a sum ­ 
m er.” 
All throug h the settled portions of 
tbe United States there was a frost in every 
m onth, crops were ruined and farm ers called 
it the y ear of “ Eig hteen hundred and starve 
to death.” 
Snow fell iu Novem ber of 1815, 
but there was none in December or January 
to speak of. 
Christm as and New Year wore 
“ warm, open and g reen,” and faithful to the 
old saw that “ a g reen Christm as makes a fat 
churchy ard." the old people predicted all sorts 
of dire calamities. 
Jauuary was a very mild 
m onth, the sun shone every day , and a little 
snow that fell hardly covered the earth aud 
soon melted. 
People prepared for g reat storms and ex ­ 
treme cold w eather in February , but were 
disappointed, as it was even m ilder than 
January . 
T ow ard tbe end of the month and 
during the first day s of M arch a terrible 
storm rag ed and g ave place to cold and 
boisterous winds. 
The weather in January 
was repeated in April, but g rew colder as the 
day s passed, ending w ith snow and iee and 
very 
low 
tem perature. 
I n. May 
ice 
formed an inch thick on the rivers and 
streams. 
Buds aud flowers were 
frozen, 
and the entire corn crop was killed. 
Frost, 
ice and snow were com m on in June, and all 
attem pts to raise veg etable products failed. 
Tbe condition of the farm ers is described as 
being desperate, and they were compelled to 
hoard their crops of tbe y ear preceding , which 
necessitated a big increase in prices. 
Almost 
every thing was killed, and the fruit was 
nearly all destroy ed. 
July was accom panied with ice and frost; 
July 4 was cold, and a blustering wind, raw 
and uncom fortable, sw ept the entire A tlantic 
coast. 
On the following day ice was formed 
of the thickness of window g lass in New- 
York city , all throug h New Eng land and in 
Pennsy lvania. 
In A ug ust ice half an inch 
thick was freq uently seen. 
Septem ber and 
October presented a nearer approach of sum 
m er weather than any other month in the 
y ear, but in Novemlter ex trem e cold weather 
lieg an, and a severe w inter continued up to 
April, when sum m er beg an, and perm itted 
tbe farmers to realize bounteous crops. 
The same condition of affairs ex isted in 
Eng land as in this country , only it was not 
so severe. 
In central New York it is stated 
corn was so badly frozen in the sum m er that 
it was cut down and dried for fodder. 
The 
warm weather in January so encourag ed a 
Verm ont farm er that lie planted corn, and in 
tact some ot it was in g ood condition during 
March. 
Farm ers were compelled to pay £4 
or $5 a bushel for the corn of 1815 for seed­ 
ing purposes. 


THE T IM £ T O ACT. 


D e fe c ts o f O ur L ib e l L a w —I t Is U p h e ld by 
S h y ste rs in th e L e g is la ture . 
(From the Buffalo News.] 
It was in January last that a bill was intro­ 
duced in the Michig an Leg islature to amend 
the libel laws ot the state. 
T he opening sec­ 
tion provided that “ in actions for libel there 
shall be no presum ption of either ex press, 
actual fir leg al malice from the mere fact ot 
the publication of tbe libel, and tbe burden 
of proof on tbe q uestion of malice shall be on 
the plaintiff.” 
This bill was indorsed by the 
Michig an Press Association, com prising the 
editors of the journals of nearly every town 
in the state, and in a circular setting forth 
their views there occur certain passag es that 
can well be noted by tbe newspapers pule 
lishersof this state of New-York. The situa­ 
tion in tbe two stak s is practically identical. 
“ Under the present law ,” truthfully say s 
tbe Michig an association, “ the publisher en­ 
ters court with a presum ption of g uilt until 
lie proves him self innocent, while the meanest 
crim inal has the presum ption in his favor, 
and m ust be proven g uilty .” 
If this were 
wi itten of New York State, where it is eq ually 
applicable; it m ig ht be added that the ease of 
libel is the one and only one case wherein tbe 
jury are made judg es both of law' and fact. 
Under a boasted freedom of the press sy stem, 
the newspaper publisher alone is denied the 
privileg es of the horse thief or the m urderer 
—to be considered innocent 
until proven 
g uilty and having tbe protection of law as rep ­ 
resented by tbe court, as is alway s accorded 
to the accused. 
An endeavor has been made at this session 
of the Leg islature to have the libel laws of 
tbe state modified. 
But there are to many 
small fry lawy ers in that body , who are either 
to be so classed themselves or are encourag ­ 
ing a certain class of shy ster lawy ers in close­ 
ly scrutinizing newspapers for articles on 
which to briDg suit— “ on spec” of course 
and the bill was beaten. 
These pettifog g ers 
can accuse and denounce citizens In-fore tbe 
Court, when they know they lie, and they 
are protected. 
Yet they induce a community 
to send them to the Leg islature, where the 
can make laws to hold a journalist to damag es 
when he teils the plain, straig ht truth. 
It is time to put an end to this kind of busi 
ness, time that the publishers of newspapeis 
in every city and town in the state should 
unite in dem anding the rig hts all other classt 
of citizens are g uaranteed. 
There is a move 
ment now on foot for such an org anization 
and business is meant.

ance. 
If (be Saxton ballot bill or som e sim i­ 
lar measure becomes a law next year,through 
the election of a two-tbirds m ajority in the 
Legislature, Oov. Ilil! will not seek and will 
not dare to accept the Presidential nom ina­ 
tion in 1892. 
The canvass fora ballot reform 
law should be made in 1889. 
A gain of two 
Senators and seven Assemblymen will give 
it to us. 
Why should we wait till 1892 to 
lay out David B. Hill “ dead and cold?” 


Our forefathers who founded and inaugur­ 
ated the federal government were protection­ 
ists. 
One of the very first bills introduced 
into the first Congress was to create a protec­ 
tive tariff. 
It was a measure of extreme ne­ 
cessity, for war had impoverished the coun­ 
try. 
The national treasury was empty, the 
people were poor, there were no manufac­ 
tories or other establishments to give employ, 
ment to skilled labor, and Europe had entire 
control of our markets. 
The little money in 
use had to be sent abroad to purchase the 
barest necessities of life. 
On the 30th of April, 1789, Washington 
was inaugurated, and the first tariff bill be­ 
came a law on the 4th of July following. 
The principle was applied with caution, and 
the rates of duty were moderate. 
But so sat 
isfactory was the result that succeeding Con­ 
gresses for several years improved the law by 
raising the rates and adding new articles to 
the dutiable list. 
These things were done iu 
1790, 1791. 1792, 1794, 1795,1797,1800, 1804, 
1807, 
1808, 
1812, 
1813 
and 
1815. 
This tariff carried 
the 
country 
through 
the 
four 
years’ 
war 
with 
Great 
Britain 
which 
began 
iu 
1812, 
and 
brought it to the verge of Monroe’s adminis­ 
tration, during which the country was so 
peaceful and prosperous that it has been 
called “ the golden age of the republic.” 
In 
support of this protective legislation the 
Southern States were as earnest as any of the 
North, while New England led the opposi 
tion. 
Thus, in the vote upon the first tariff 
bill, in 1890, Massachusetts cast her six votes 
solidly against it, while from New England 
came nine of the thirteen adverse votes. New 
York cast four of her five votes in favor of 
the bill, while New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Virginia, North 
Carolina and 
Georgia voted solidly for it. 
The opposition to the tariff lhat arose after 
wards was not due to the failure of the priu 
ciple to increase the general prosperity. 
It 
came from the slave power when it liegan to 
dominate our [iclitifs. 
The men who relied 
upon the 
power 
that slavery 
gave 
to 
their states under a very peculiar provision 
of the constitution saw that the establishment 
of manufactures wotdd in a few years develop 
free labor to such an extent as to drive j 
very to the wall. 
The masters did not dare 
to put the implements of skilled labor into 
the hands of their slaves, or cultivate in them 
the intelligence necessary for their use. 
And 
wheu in spite of their opposition the free 
labor of the North had gained the mastery 
ai.d elected a President, they withdrew to 
form a slave confederacy, in the constitution 
of which they placed free trade as a cardinal 
and inviolable principle. 
The men who led 
the free trade campaign of last year are the 
relics of that ruined confederacy, and their 
dread of a protection revival was due to the 
disastrous effect of an extension of protected 
industries into their states upon their own 
political fortunes. 
But let not the fact be forgotten that W ash 
ington. Adams. Jefferson, Hamilton, Frank 
lin. Burr, the Clintons, were all protection 
ists. 
They differed on the questiou of the 
proper relation of the states to the central 
government, but they were all true patriots 
and deeply interested in the national pros 
perity. 
The nation was saved from bank 
ruptcy and ruin, and the people from im 
poverishment, beggary and consequent turbu 
lenee and insurrection, by the establishment 
of a protective tariff in the crucial years of 
free government.

“ The open winter ’’ of 1888-89 will have a 
companion when the history of the century 
is written. 
The year 181(5 enjoyed an “ open 
w inter” during the emire twelve m onths, be­ 
ing frequently’ referred to bv contem pora­ 
neous writers as “ the year w ithout a sum ­ 
m er.” 
All through the settled portions of 
the United States there was a frost in every 
month, crops were ruined and farm ers called 
it the year of “ Eighteen hundred and starve 
to death.” 
Snow fell in November of 1815, 
but there was none in December or January 
to speak of. 
Christinas and New Y ear were 
warm, open and green,” and faithful to the 
old saw that "a green Christmas m akes a fat 
churchyard.” the old people predicted all sorts 
of dire calamities. 
January was a very mild 
month, the sun shone every day, and a little 
snow that fell hardly covered the earth aud 
soon melted. 
People prepared for great storms and ex­ 
treme cold weather iu February, but were 
disappointed, as it was even m ilder than 
January. 
Toward the end of the m onth anil 
during the first days of M arch a terrible 
storm raged and gave place to cold and 
lioistorous winds. 
The weather in January 
was repeated in April, but grew colder as the 
days passed, ending witli snow and ice and 
very 
low 
tem perature. 
In .M ay 
ice 
formed an inch thick on the rivers and 
streams. 
Buds aud flowers were 
frozen, 
and the entire corn crop was killed. 
Frost, 
ice and snow were common in June, and all 
attempts to raise vegetable products failed. 
The condition of the farm ers is described as 
being desperate, and they were com pelled to 
hoard their crops of the year preceding, which 
necessitated a big increase in prices. 
Almost 
everything was killed, and the fru it was 
nearly’ all destroyed. 
Inly was accompanied with ice and frost; 
Ju ly 4 was cold, and a blustering w ind, raw 
and uncomfortable, swept the entire A tlantic 
coast. 
On the following day ice was form ed 
of the thickness of window glass in New 
York city, all through New E ngland aud in 
Pennsylvania. 
In August ice half an inch 
thick was frequently’ seen. 
Sepiem lier and 
October presented a nearer approach of sum 
mer weather than any other m onth in the 
year, but in November extreme cold weather 
liegau, and a severe winter continued up to 
April, when summer began, and perm itted 
tbe farmers to realize bounteous crops. 
The same condition of affairs existed in 
England as in this country, only it w as not 
so severe. 
In central New York it is stated 
corn was so badly frozen in the sum m er that 
it was cut down and dried for fodder. 
The 
warm weather in January so encouraged 
Vermont farm er that he planted corn, and in 
fact some ot it was in good condition during 
March. 
Farm ers were compelled to pay $4 
or $5 a bushel for the corn of 1815 for seed­ 
ing purposes.

The question of cutting Texas into tw 
states is being discussed by the Louisville 
Oourier-Jouriutl and the Atlanta Constitution 
the former in favor of and the latter against 
the proposition. 
The demand has its origin 
in the necessities of Democratic politics sole 
ly, and is not based on any pretence of a nat 
ural division either geographically or in rela 
tion to the interests of the people. 
The pop­ 
ulation 
is 
cot 
separated 
into 
two 
distinct 
divisions, 
but 
is 
extend­ 
ing 
backw aid 
rapidly 
and 
uniformly 
from the eastern frontier to the west and 
southwest. 
And all are pro ud of their great 
state and of the honorable distinction of 
Texans. 
They will not consent to division 
liecause that w’ould destroy the possibility of 
building up the greatest commonwealth of 
the Union, and all that would be gained 
would be two United States Senators. 
These 
would not contribute to the strength, in ­ 
fluence or dignity of the divided state in Con­ 
gress, though they would aid the Democratic 
party in its ambition to obtaiu control of the 
United States Senate. 
The conditions are much more favorable 
to the establishm ent aud maintenance of 
great states than they were fifty years ago. 
Railroads and telegraphs have annihilated 
tim e and distance, and the Representative 
who lives on the Canadian river is practical­ 
ly as near the Capitol as he whose home is 
on the Colorado. 
No m an’s convenience 
will he improved by cutting the slate in two. 
The country will await with interest the 
next census of Texas. 
It is not impossible 
that we will find lying on the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico a state w ith the population of Illinois or 
Ohio. It is well known (hat the growth of the 
state has been marvelous, and it is constantly 
furnishing proofs of an improving civiliza­ 
tion. 
The present is not a good time to ad­ 
vocate the sundering of the state for Demo­ 
cratic advantage. 
T he party in power docs 
not believe in that sort of progress. 
Texas 
m ust first learn to divide its vote, and to have 
it counted as divided. 
When thut happens 
we shall hear no moro demands for cutting 
up the state. 


D efects o f O u r L ib e l L a w —I t Is U p h e ld 
S h y ste rs in th e L e g is la tu re . 
[From the Buffalo News.] 
It was in January last that a bill was intro 
duced in (he Michigan Legislature to amend 
the libel laws ot the state. 
The opening sec 
tion provided I hat “ in actions for libel there 
shall be no presumption of eitiier express 
actual or legal malice from the m ere fact ot 
the publication of the libel, and the burden 
of proof on the question of malice shall be on 
the plaintiff.” 
This bill was indorsed by the 
Michigan Press Association, com prising the 
editors of the journals of nearly every town 
in the state, and in a circular setting forth 
their views there occur certain passages that 
can well be noted by the newspapers pul>- 
lishors of this state of New-York. T he situa 
tion in the two statis is practically identical 
“ Under the present law,” truthfully say 
the Michigan association, “ the publisher en 
ters court with a presumption of guilt until 
he proves himself innocent, while the meanest 
criminal has the presumption in his favor 
and must be proven guilty.” 
If this were 
w ritten of New York State, where it is equally 
applicable; it might be added that the case of 
libel is the one and only one case w herein the 
jury are made judges both of law and fact 
Under a boasted freedom of the press system 
the newspaper publisher alone is denied the 
privileges of the horse thief or the m urderer 
—to be considered innocent until proven 
guilty and having the protection of law as rep 
resented by the court, as is always accorded 
to the accused. 
An endeavor 1ms been made at this session 
of the Legislature to have the libel laws of 
the state modified. 
But there are to many 
small fry lawyers in that body, w hoareeither 
to be so classed themselves or are encourag 
ing a certain class of shyster lawyers in close 
ly scrutinizing newspapers for articles 
which to briD g suit—“on spec” of course— 
and the bill was beaten. 
These pettifoggers 
can accuse ami denounce citizens before the 
Court, when they know they lie, and they 
are protected. 
Yet they induce a com m unity 
to send them to the Legislature, w here they 
can make laws to hold a journalist to damages 
when he teils the plain, straight truth. 
It is time to put on end to this kind of busi 
ness, time that the publishers of newspaper 
in every city and town in the state should 
unite in demanding the rights all other classes 
of citizens are guaranteed. 
There is a mov 
ment now on foot for such an organization 
and business is meant.

j McAllister, the father of our social luminary ,

! sy lvania from his feet, and sought ‘greener 
| fields and pastures new ’ in Georgia, where 
he became a lawy er of distinction. 
He inar- 
I ried u very beauiiful woman, a Miss Cutler, 
| of Boston, whose father at one time had been 
i Sheriff of what all N ew-England people in­ 
sist uiKin calling ‘ The H ub.’ 
Another mem­ 
ber of the Cutler fam ily , a brother ot Mrs. 
Hall McAllister, was an eminent Episcopal 
divine and ato n e time Pastor of St. Anu’s 
Churc h in Brookly n. 
Mrs. McAllister wa* 
the niece of a distinguished Revolutionary 
officer, General Marion, of South-Caroiina. 
and the name Marion lias been preserved in 
the various branches of the Cutler family ever 
since, Marion Crawford, ibe author, being at 
the present lime the most distinguished pos­ 
sessor of the name. 
A brother of Hall .Mc­ 
Allister, and consequently an uncle of our so­ 
cial leader, also settled in Georgia.and owned 
extensive plantations on the Ogeeche River, 
where profuse hospitality was dispensed to 
throngs of Northern visitors. 
During the 
w ar this scene, of course, changed, and a 
fort was built on the River, called Fort Mc­ 
Allister. 
Hall 
M cAllister 
subsequently 
changed his residence from Georgia to Cali­ 
fornia. 
His son, W arn McAllister, the sub 
ject of this little sketch, married a daughter 
of William Gibbons, of .Madison, New Je r­ 
sey , who was a man of large means, and was 
noted as a pioneer turfm an. 
Mrs. McAllis­ 
ter has been an invalid for y ears, confined al­ 
most entirely to her room .and she seldom ever 
presides at the beautiful little dinners given 
and selected by her amiable spouse, the recog­ 
nized leader of the ‘Four H undred.’ Mr. Mc­ 
Allister’s name at present seems to occupy a 
prom inent place in ‘ misfortune’s books,’ and 
I understand he is quite broken-hearted over 
the prospect of leaving the pretty little old- 
fashioned house he has lived it*, so many 
y ears on Fifth-avenue. 
Unfortunately for 
him it is the pronerty of Mrs. Elliott F. Shep­ 
pard, V anderbilt’s daughter, and for some 
tim e past she has been waiting for the pres­ 
ent tenant's lease to expire, as « he proposes 
erecting on the site a charitable institution of 
some kind, a lodging house for newspaper 
boy s, I think, and nothing will induce her to 
change her m ind.”

The following letter, by “ Outis,” which 
gives a little history of the McAllisters, aud 
touches ou ot her subjects of an entertaining 
nature, will be read with interest by readers 
of T h e F r e e m a n : 


HISTORY OK TH E M’ALLISTERS. 
“ In response io an inquiry made by El 
bridge T. G erty several days ago, ‘ Wl.o is 
W ard McAllister, anyw ay?’ I am going to 
try and give you a little history of the McAl­ 
listers. 
The name is of ¡scotch origin, and 
the family settled m any years ago in the 
region of H arrishurgh, Pennsylvania. 
Hall 
McAllister, the father of our social luminary, 
in due comse ol lime shook the dust of Penn­ 
sylvania from his feet, and sought ‘ greener 
fields and pastures new ’ in Georgia, where 
he became a lawyer of distinction. 
He mar­ 
ried u very beautiful woman, a Miss Cutler, 
of Boston, whose father at one time had been 
Sheriff of what all New-Euglaud people in­ 
sist upon calling ‘ The H ub.’ 
Another mem­ 
ber of the Cutler family, a brother of Mrs. 
llall McAllister, was an eminent Episcopal 
divine and at one time Pastor of St. Aun’s 
Church in Brooklyn. 
Mrs. McAllister was 
the niece of a distinguished Revolutionary 
officer, General Marion, of South-Carolina, 
and the name Marion has been preserved in 
the various branches of the Cutler family ever 
since, Marion Crawford, the author, being at 
the present time the most distinguished pos­ 
sessor of the nume. 
A brother of Hall .Mc­ 
Allister, and consequently an uocleof our so­ 
cial leader, also settled in Georgia,and owned 
extensive plantations on the Ogeeche River, 
where profuse hospitality was dispensed to 
throngs of Northern visitors. 
During the 
war this scene, of course, changed, and 
fort was built on tlie River, called Fort Mc­ 
Allister. 
Ilall 
McAllister 
subsequently 
changed his residence from Georgia to Cali­ 
fornia. 
His sou, W ant McAllister, the sub 
ject of this little sketch, married a daughter 
of William Gibbous, of Madison, New Je r­ 
sey, who was a man of large means, and was 
noted as a pioneer turfm an. 
Mrs. McAllis 
ter has been an invalid for years, confined al­ 
most entirely to her room.and she seldom ever 
presides at the beautiful little dinners given 
and selected by her amiable spouse, the recog­ 
nized leader of the ‘Four Hundred.’ Mr. Mc­ 
Allister’s name at present seems to occupy 
prominent place in ‘ misfortune’s hooks,’ and 
I understand be is quite broken-hearted over 
the prospect of leaving the pretty little old 
fashioned house he has lived in so many 
years on Fifth-avenue. 
Unfortunately for 
iiim it is the pronerty of Mrs. Elliott F. .Sliep 
pard, Vanderbilt's daughter, and for some 
time past she has been waiting for the pres 
ent tenant's lease to expire, as she proposes 
erecting on the site a charitable institution of 
some kind, a lodging house for newspaper 
boys, I think, and nothing will induce her to 
change her m ind.”

the jail. 
They attacked its heavy doors with 
pick axes, stones, crow bars and heavy beams 
of wood, and some of them in a wild frenzy 
dashed 
their 
bleeding 
hands aud heads 
against the massive walls. 
Many of them 
were armed, and in a short w hile a heavy 
tire 
was 
pouring 
into 
the 
windows. 
The Mayor of Guanajuato, who was inside, 
was one of the first to fall. 
Policemen, who 
rushed up In squads of two and three, w ire 
remorselessly butchered, and in a short time 
more than 20 of them were lying dead on the 
pavement. 
A few scattered soldiers who 
were iu town were treated itr like manner

mand to tire was at once given. 
The bullets, 
at fearfully short range, swept through the 
m uss of men, women aud children like a 
scythe, mow ing them down in rows. Still they 
came on, and volley after volley crashed into 
them, only to cause those behind to spurn 
the dead lax!ie* with their feet us they 
pressed forward. 
The streets were stocky 
with blood and the shallow gutters ran w it h 
it. 
In the meantime a number of insurgents, 
armed with pistols and rifles, had climbed 
upon the adjoining houses and the soldiers 
began to drop one by one. After a half hour's 
continuous fighting a charge with bayonets 
was ordered. 
When the front rank of the 
mob felt the steel the entire concourse broke 
and disappeared through the alleys and bv 
ways. 
Altogether more than 250|»erson* had 
been slain, by far the greater part of which 
were miners and other Mexican leltorers.

PROTECTION IN THE EARL Y DA VS. 


Our forefathers who founded and inaugur­ 
ated the federal government were protection­ 
ists. 
One of the very first bills introduced 
into the first Congress was to create a protec­ 
tive tariff. 
It was a measure of extreme ne­ 
cessity. for war had im|>orerished the coun­ 
try. 
The national treasury was empty, the 
people were poor, there were no manufac­ 
tories or oilier establishments to give employ. 
meat to skilled labor, and Europe had entire 
control of our markets. 
The little money in 
use had to he rent abroad to purchase the 
barest necessities of life. 
On the oOth of April, 1789, Washington 
was inaugurated, ami the first tariff hill be­ 
came a law on the 4th of duly following. 
The principle was applied with caution, and 
the rates of duty were moderate. 
Hut so sat 
iafactory was the result that succeeding Con­ 
gresses for several years improved the law by 
raising the rates and adding new articles to 
the dutiable lid. 
There things were done in 
1790, 1791. 1792, 1794, ITM. 1797, 1800, 1804, 
1807. 
1808, 
1812, 
1813 
and 
1815. 
This tariff carried 
the country through 
the 
four 
years’ 
war 
with 
Great 
Britain 
which 
liegan 
in 
1812, 
and 
brought it to the verge of Monroe’s ad minis 
frat ion, during which the country was so 
peaceful and prosperous that it lias been 
called " the golden age of the republic.'’ 
In 
support of this protective legislation the 
Southern States were as earnest as any of the 
North, while New England let! the opposi­ 
tion. 
TI us, in the vote upon the first tariff 
bill, in 1890, Massachusetts cast her sit votes 
solidly against it, while from New England 
came nine of the thirteen adverse votes. New 
York cast four of lier five votes in favor of 
the hill. while New Jersey, pennsylvania, 
Delaware. Virginia, North Carolina aud 
Georgia voted solidly for it. 
The opposition to the tariff that arose after 
wards was not tine to the failure of the priu 
cl pie to Increase the general prosperity. 
It 
came from tin* sluve power when it liegan to 
dominate our indites. 
The men who relied 
ujsui the power that slavery 
gave to 
their states under a very pectliior provision 
of the constitution saw that the establishment 
of OMiiufaeturcs would in a few years develop 
free lulior to such an extent as to drive shi­ 
very to the wall. 
The masters did not dare 
to put the implements of skilled labor into 
the bands of their slaves, or cultivate in them 
the intelligence necessary for their use. 
And 
wheu in spite of their opposition the free 
bittor of the North had gained tile mastery 
and elected a I‘resilient, they withdrew to 
fo ra a slave confederacy, in the constitution 
< f which they placed free trade as a cardinal 
and inviolable principle. 
The men who led 
Hie lice trade enmpaien of last year ere the 
ti lies of that ruined confederacy, and their 
dread of a protection revival was due to the 
disastrous iff tx I of nu extension of protected 
industries into their states upou their own 
|Nilitieal fortunes. 
Oat lit not the fact lie forgotten that Wash­ 
ington. Adams. Jefferson, Hamilton, Frank­ 
lin, Burr. the Clintons, were all protection­ 
ist*. 
They differed on the ouesiiou of the 
proper relation of the states to the central 
government, hut they were all true patriots 
and deeply interested in the national pros- 
jK-ritv. 
The nation was saved from liank 
ru pl CV and ruin, and the people from im- 
(toverishment, la-ggary aud consequent turliu 
lence and insurrection, by the establishment 
of a protective tariff in the erne tai years of 
free1 government. 


LET TEXAS ALONE. 


The question of cutting Texas into two 
states is tieing discussed by the Louisville 
( ’onHer Jourinil and the Atlanta C onititution, 
the former in favor of and lite latter against 
the pro|iosition. 
The demand has its origin 
in the necessities of Democratic politic* sole­ 
ly, and is not bused nu any pretence of a nut 
mal division cither geographically or in relu 
lion to ihe interests of the people, 
'lite jtop 
ubtiou 
is 
i.ot 
separated 
into 
two 
distinct 
divisions, 
hut 
is 
extend 
lug 
buck want 
rapidly 
and 
uniformly 
from the eastern frontier to the west ani 
southwest. 
And ail are proud of their great 
state aud of the honorable distinction of 
Texans. 
They will not consent to division 
liecause that would destroy the pons! bilify of 
building up the greatest commonwealth of 
the Union, and all that would be gained 
would be two United Slates Senators. 
These 
would not contribute to the strength, in 
fluenee or dignity of the divided state in Con 
greta, though they would aid the Democratic 
party in its ambition to obtaiu control of the 
United States Senate. 
The candil ions are much more favorable 
to the establishment aud maintenance of 
great states limn they were fifty years ago 
Railroads aud telegraphs have annihilated 
time and distance, and the Representative 
who lives on the Canadian river is practical 
ly as near the Capitol as be w hose home is 
on the Colorado. 
No man’s convenience 
will be improved by cutting the slate in two. 
The country will await with interest the 
next census of Texas. 
It is not impossible 
that we will find lying on the Gulf of Mal 
leo a state with the population of Illinois or 
Ohio. It is well known that the growth of the 
state has been marvelous, anil it is constantly 
furnishing proofs of an improving civiliza 
Hon. 
The present is not a good time to ad­ 
vocate the sundering of the state for Demo­ 
cratic advantage. 
The party in power docs 
not believe in that sort of progress. 
Texas 
must first learn to divide its vote, and to have 
it counted as divided. 
When that happens 
we shall hear no more demands for cutting 
up the state. 


W HY W AH TILL 1892? 


The Republican* will pass the Ballot Reform bill 
lo the New York Legislature and Governor Hill will 
veto It. This may kill the measure for this year. 
But if it should the killing will have one good effect. 
I t win bury HUI under an advene majority of a t 
least JO,oui votes in the state when he runs for Pres­ 
ident in MW.—Rf. Louts (Motte-Democrat. 
If the above is true, and we hope it is—if 
there are enough voters in this state in favor 
of ballot reform to bury Mr. Hill under a ma­ 
jority of 90,000 three year* hence—then these 
same voters can bury him next fall, by 
electing a two thirds majority of Republicans 
to the Legislature. 
Then all reform meas­ 
ures can be passed over bis veto, nod he will 
be na dead politically as if the 20,000 majority 
bad been cast against him last fall. 
And 
then me will have the ballot reform law in 
time to take care of the wale in 1892. 
Of one thing the country may take assur­ 


ance. 
I f the Saxton ballot bill or some simi­ 
lar measure become* a law next year,through 
the election of a two-thirds majority in the 
Legislature, Gov. Hill will not seek nnd will 
not dare lo accept the Presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1892. 
The canvass fora ballot reform 
law should he made iii 1889. 
A gain of two 
Senators arui seven Assemblymen will give 
it to us. 
Why should we wait till 1892 to 
lay out David B. Hill "(lead anil cold?” 


THE OPEN W INTER OF 1816- 


I t L u lled T w elve M onths Mild T h ere w as No 
S u m m er—Tile Tim e WMH P e c u lia r. 
[From the Omaha World.] 
" The open winter ” of 1888.89 will have a 
companion when the history of the century 
is written. 
The year 181(1 enjoyed an "open 
w inter" during the entire twelve months. Idl­ 
ing frequently referred to bv contempora­ 
neous writers as •* the year without a sum­ 
mer.” All through the settled portions of 
the United States there was a frost in every 
mouth, crops were ruined and farmers called 
it the year of " Eighteen hundred and starve 
toeleath.” Snow fell iii November of 1815, 
but there was none in December or January 
to speak of. 
Christmas arui New Year were 
"warm, open and green,” aud faithful to the 
old saw that "a green Christmas makes a fat 
churchyard.” the old people predicted all sorts 
of dire calamities. 
January w as a very mild 
month, tile sun shone every day, anil a little 
snow thai fell hardly covered the earth anil 
soon melted. 
People prepared for great storms nnd ex­ 
treme cold weather in February, hut were 
disappointed, as it was even milder than 
January. 
Toward the end of the month and 
during the first days of March a terrible 
storm raged and gave place to cold and 
hobtenMia winds. 
Tire weather in January 
w as repeated in April, hut grew colder as the 
days passed, ending with snow and ice and 
very 
low 
temperature. 
I n . May 
ice 
formed an inch thick on the rivers anil 
streams. 
Buds aud flowers were 
frozen, 
and the entire corn crop was killed. 
Frost, 
ice and (-now were common in June, and all 
attempts to raise vegetable products failed. 
The condition of the farmers is described as 
being desperate, and they were compelled to 
hoard their crops of the jrt ar preceding, which 
necessitated a big increase in prices. 
Almost 
everything was killed, and tim fruit WM 
nearly tdl destroyed. 
July was accompanied with Ice and frost; 
July 4 was cold, and a blustering wind, raw 
and uncomfortable, swept the entire Atlantic 
coast. 
On the following day ice was formed 
of the thickness of w indow glass in New 
York city. all through New England and In 
Pennsylvania. 
In August ice half an inch 
thick was frequently m o . September and 
October presented a nearer approach of sum 
mer weather than any other month in the 
year, hut in NovemU-r extreme cold weather 
W u u , anil a severe winter continued up to 
April, when summer began, an i permitted 
the farmers to realize bounteous crops. 
Tile same condition of affairs existed in 
England as in this country, only It was not 
so severe. 
In central New York it is stated 
corn was <n badly frozen in the summer that 
it was cut down and dried for fodder. 
The 
warm weather in January so encouraged a 
Vermont fanner that lie plnntcd corn, and iii 
tact some of it wa* in good condition during 
March 
Farmers were compelled to pay $4 
or f5 a bushel for the corn of 1815 for seed­ 
ing purposes.

Defect* of O ur L ibel I.mw- I t I* I'plieltl by 
Mlty*ler* iii lite l-eglsliitiire. 
I From tile Buffalo New*.] 
It was in January last that a bill was intro­ 
duced in the Michigan Legislature to amend 
the liU'l law s ot the state. 
The opening sec­ 
tion provided I ital "in ai lions for libel there 
shall lie no presumption of either expert*, 
ueiuul or legal malice from the mere fai t ct 
the publication of the Ilia I, and the burden 
of proof on the question of malice shall he on 
the plaintiff.” This hill wa* indorsed by Hic 
Michigan Press A b a lation, comprising the 
editors of the journals of nearly every town 
in the state, and in a circular setting forth 
their views there occur certain passages that 
can well be noted bv the newspapers puts 
Ushers of thi* state of Ncw-York 
The situa­ 
tion In the two *tatis is practically identical. 
“ Under the present law," truthfully says 
the Michigan association, "tho publisher en 
tor* court w jib a presumption of guilt until 
ho proves himself innocent, while the meanest 
criminal has the presumption in his favor, 
and must tx- proven guilty.” 
If this were 
wi it tea of New York mate, where it is equally 
applicable, it might Im* added that the case of 
litiel Is the one nnd only one case wherein the 
jury are made judges lioth of law anil fact, 
uuder a lion.-ted freedom of the pit ss system, 
tire Bow spa per publisher alone Is denied the 
privileges of the horse thief or the murderer 
—to lie comiidered innocent until piovcu 
guilty and having the protect ion of law usrep- 
rc mu ted by the court, as is always accorded 
to the accused. 
An endeavor has been made at this se-xion 
of the Legislature to have Hie libel law s of 
the state uusliticd. 
But there are to numy 
small fry lawyers in that laxly, who are either 
to lie so classed them-elves or are ro d Ai rag 
lug a certain class of shyster lawyers in close­ 
ly scrutinising uewqitqxn for articles on 
which to tiring suit—"on •pac” of course 
and the hill was baal SII. 
These pettifoggers 
eau accuse aud denounce citizens lief ore the 
Court, when they know they lie, and they 
are protected. 
Yet they induce a community 
to send them to Ute Legislature, where they 
can make law a to bolita journalist to damage 
when he teds the plain, straight truth. 
It is time to put un end to this kind of husi 
ne**, time that the publishers of Bewspapei 
in every city and tow n in the state should 
unite in demanding the rights all other che-s 
of citizens are guaranteed.

“ I ii response io an inquiry made by EJ 
bridge T. Gerry several days ago, ‘ VV Lo is 
W ard McAllister, anyxvnv I ’ I am going lo 
try aud give you a little history of tho McAl­ 
lister*. 
The name is of Scotch origin, and 
the family settled many years ago in tin* 
region of Harrisburg!), Pennsylvania. 
Hall 
McAllister, the father of our social luminary, 
in due couise ol time shook the dust of Penn­ 
sylvania from his feet, and sought ‘ greener 
fields and pastures new ' in Georgia, where 
lie became a lawyer of distinction. 
He mar­ 
ried u very beautiful woman, a Miss Cutler, 
of Boston, whose father at out* lime had been 
M id iii of what all New England (Hoople in­ 
sist u;w>n calline ‘ The Hub. 
Another mem­ 
ber of Hie C utler filmily, a brother of Mrs 
Hall McAllister, was aa eminent Episcopal 
divine and a to n e time Pastor of St. Aim’s 
Church in Brooklyn. 
Mrs. McAllister wa* 
the niece of a distinguished Revolutionary 
officer, General Marion, of South Carolina. 
and the nam e Marion has lieen preserved in 
the various branches of the Cutler family ever 
since, Marion Crawford, the Hill Bor. tieing at 
the present lime the most distinguished pos­ 
sessor of the name. 
A brother or Hall Mc­ 
Allister, and consequently an uncle of our so­ 
cial leader, also Butled in Georgia.and owned 
extensive plantations on the Ogee* he River, 
where profuse hospitality was dispensed to 
throngs of N orthern visitor*. 
During tlie 
war this scene, of course, changed, and a 
fort w as built on the River, called Fort Mc­ 
Allister.
